Timeline  History  of  the 
Boston  Pops 


1885 

Emulating  continental  garden 
concerts,  the  BSO  establishes 
the  first  Promenade  Concert  at 
the  old  Boston  Music  Hall.  It's 
the  start  of  a  great  American 
musical  tradition. 

1899 

The  Promenade  Concerts 
become  more  "American"  with 
more  American  music  and  the 
adoption  of  John  Philip  Sousa's 
"The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever! " 
as  its  regular  grand  finale. 

1900 

With  the  infusion  of  more 
"popular"  American  music  in  its 
programs,  the  Promenade 
Concerts  are  now  officially 
known  as  the  "Pops." 

1930 

After  several  decades  of 
European  conductors,  the  BSO 
appoints  American-born  Arthur 
Fiedler,  a  violist  in  the  orchestra, 
to  take  up  the  baton. 

For  the  next  50  years,  Maestro 
Fiedler  reshapes  the  Pops  for  the 
twentieth  century,  bringing 
music  to  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River  with  free 
Esplanade  Concerts,  and  rousing 
audiences  with  symphonic  jazz 
and  Broadway  hits. 

1935 

Maestro  Fiedler  leads  the  Pops, 
under  the  name  "The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,"  in  its  first 
recordings.  "Jalousie"  becomes 
the  first  orchestral  record  to  sell 
more  than  a  million  copies. 

1952 

Arthur  Fiedler  continues  to  pro¬ 
pel  the  Boston  Pops  into  the 
national  and  international  lime¬ 
light  with  local  radio  broadcasts 
and  ... 

1970 

...with  "Evening  at  Pops"  on 
national  public  television. 


In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twen¬ 
tieth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since 
its  founding  in  1885.  Now  in  his  tenth  season  as 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has 
maintained  a  busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more 
than  600  concerts  and  made  56  television  shows, 
including  35  new  programs  for  PBS's  Evening  at 
Pops,  the  annual  July  Fourth  spectacular,  produced 
by  WBZ-TV4  in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on 
CBS  Television;  and  Holiday  at  Pops,  produced  by 
WCVB-TV5  in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E. 
The  Boston  Pops'  2002  July  Fourth  broadcast  was  nominated  for  an  Emmy 
Award  for  Oustanding  Classical  Music/Dance  Program,  and  the  2002  Evening 
at  Pops  telecast  of  "Fiddlers  Three"  won  the  2002  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor 
Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast  category.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  led  the  Boston 
Pops  on  21  national  tours,  four  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea,  and  in 
performances  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  Radio  City  Music  Hall.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart's  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  per¬ 
forming  to  enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the 
country.  In  February  2002,  he  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of 
Super  Bowl  XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  Since  1996, 
Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  recorded  eight  albums 
with  RCA  Victor  -  Runnin'  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller 
(1996),  American  Visions  (1997),  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic 
Album  (February  1998),  Holiday  Pops  (September  1998),  A  Splash  of  Pops 
(1999),  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album  (2000),  Encore! 
(March  2000),  and  My  Favorite  Things  -  A  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration 
(April  2002). 


Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musi¬ 
cal  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from 
Furman  University  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in 
Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he 
served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati 
Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr. 
Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  As  a  guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major  symphony 
orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Minnesota,  Montreal, 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  He 
opened  the  2002-03  Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a  gala  concert  featur¬ 
ing  cellist  Yo-Yo-Ma,  and  will  return  to  Saint  Louis  during  the  2004-05  season. 
He  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin  on  New  Year's  Eve  2002 
and  made  his  debut  with  the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in  June 
2003.  Recent  engagements  include  successful  appearances  with  the  Edmon¬ 
ton,  Toronto,  Columbus,  and  Baltimore  symphonies,  and  his  Boston  Lyric 
Opera  debut  with  Tosca.  Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first  major 
opera  production,  Douglas  Moore's  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the  Wash¬ 
ington  (D.C.)  Opera  and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber  Sym¬ 
phony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the  New  Japan  Philharmonic.

NOTES 


The  Four  Freedoms,  a  Symphony  after  four  paintings  by  Norman  Rockwell  (1943) 

Robert  Russell  Bennett  (1894-1981) 

Missouri-born  composer  Robert  Russell  Bennett  was  of  a  generation  of  composers  that  made  American 
concert  music  truly  American.  His  notable  contemporaries  and  colleagues  included  Walter  Piston, 
Aaron  Copland,  George  Gershwin,  and  Roy  Harris  -  like  Bennett,  all  composers  whose  style  thrived 
on  references  to  the  musical  vernacular  of  the  United  States  in  the  first  half  of  the  twentieth  century. 

Bennett  learned  music  from  his  parents,  and  from  Kansas  City  Symphony  founder  and  director  Carl 
Busch.  He  moved  from  Kansas  City  to  New  York  City  in  1916  and  by  the  early  1920s  became  one  of 
the  city's  most  sought-after  Broadway  arrangers.  He  orchestrated  such  shows  as  Kern's  Showboat, 
Gershwin's  Girl  Crazy,  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein's  Oklahoma!,  and  Irving  Berlin's  Annie  Get  Your 
Gun.  In  the  1930s  he  worked  in  Hollywood,  serving  as  music  director  and  orchestrator  for  many  movie 
musicals.  He  also  provided  original  scores  for  movies  and  numerous  NBC  television  films,  and  arranged 
Richard  Rodgers'  music  for  NBC's  epic  Victory  at  Sea  (1954).  As  a  concert  composer,  Bennett  wrote 
primarily  for  orchestra,  including  seven  symphonies  and  numerous  concertos,  as  well  as  overtures, 
serenades,  and  the  like,  including  an  Abraham  Lincoln  Symphony  (1929)  and  the  For  the  Dodgers 
Symphony  (1941).  These  works  offered  ample  opportunity  for  drawing  on  popular  music,  jazz,  folk 
songs,  and  hymns  to  evoke  a  particular  era  or  social  context.  This  was  a  well-trod  path  for  com¬ 
posers  of  the  1930s  and  '40s  trying  to  invest  their  music  with  a  specifically  American  sound. 

Bennett  wrote  his  unapologetically  patriotic  The  Four  Freedoms  Symphony  in  1943  to  support  a  pro¬ 
motional  drive  to  sell  war  bonds.  The  effort  had  been  kicked  off  by  four  posters  created  by  the  great 
American  artist  Norman  Rockwell.  Rockwell's  posters,  inspired  by  Franklin  Roosevelt's  1941  State  of 
the  Union  address  and  first  published  in  The  Saturday  Evening  Post,  illustrated  four  basic  freedoms 
of  U.S.  citizens:  freedom  of  speech,  freedom  to  worship,  freedom  from  want,  and  freedom  from 
fear.  Such  celebrities  as  Bing  Crosby,  Bob  Hope,  and  Jack  Benny  helped  stir  the  public  to  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  $133  million  in  bonds.  Bennett's  symphonic  contribution  was  first  performed  by  the  NBC 
Symphony  at  Radio  City  Music  Hall  in  New  York  City  in  1943. 

The  Four  Freedoms  is  as  much  suite  as  symphony,  with  each  five-minute  movement  a  musical  "illus¬ 
tration"  of  one  of  Rockwell's  posters.  The  opening  "Freedom  of  Speech''  movement  begins  gregari¬ 
ously  before  ceding  to  a  peaceful  reminder  of  American  popular  song.  "Freedom  of  Worship"  is, 
naturally,  hymn-like,  with  church-organ  solos  for  woodwinds.  Church-bell  sounds  in  the  brass  introduce 
a  brief  middle  section  with  a  slight  Middle  Eastern  tinge.  "Freedom  from  Want,"  the  third-movement 
scherzo,  alternates  bustle  and  an  elegant  and  richly  harmonized  tune  that  could  easily  be  a  1940s 
Hollywood  image  of  the  socially  carefree  America.  The  finale,  "Freedom  from  Fear,"  begins  with  a 
regretful  military  fanfare  for  oboe  over  unsettled  strings.  Gradually  the  orchestra  -  as  if  coming 
reluctantly  to  grips  with  the  idea  that  freedom  from  fear  might  call  for  strong  action  -  takes  up  the 
defensive  challenge,  if  not  without  a  hint  of  ambivalence.  This  ambivalence  disappears  as  the  move¬ 
ment,  and  the  symphony,  builds  to  a  strong  conclusion.

Vanessa  Williams 

Vanessa  Williams  has  conquered  the  musical  charts,  Broadway,  music 
videos,  television,  and  motion  pictures  and  this  week  makes  her  Boston 
Pops  debut.  Born  in  Millwood,  New  York,  Vanessa  won  the  Miss 
America  title  in  1983,  while  attending  Syracuse  University.  The  contro¬ 
versy  that  followed  only  left  her  more  empowered  in  her  commitment 
to  a  career  in  entertainment.  Her  first  album,  The  Right  Stuff  (1987), 
went  gold  and  garnered  three  Grammy  nominations.  Her  multi-million 
selling  follow-up,  The  Comfort  Zone,  included  the  smash  "Save  the  Best 
For  Last."  Her  1994  album,  The  Sweetest  Days,  went  platinum  and 
yielded  multiple  Grammy  Award  nominations.  The  hit  single  "Colors  of 
the  Wind,"  the  theme  song  from  Pocahontas,  earned  her  another 
Grammy  nod.  In  1996,  Vanessa  recorded  her  first  solo  Christmas  album, 
Star  Bright,  and  headlined  Vanessa  Williams  and  Friends:  Christmas  in 
New  York.  Vanessa  followed  this  with  Next,  Vanessa  Williams  Greatest  Hits:  The  First  Ten  Years,  and, 
most  recently,  Love  Songs.  She  has  toured  the  United  States  with  Luther  Vandross  and  made  a  solo 
tour  throughout  Japan  and  Southeast  Asia.  In  June  1994  Vanessa  achieved  a  long-cherished  goal  and 
made  her  starring  debut  on  Broadway,  replacing  Chita  Rivera  in  Kiss  of  the  Spider  Woman.  She  went 
on  to  star  in  the  Tony  award-winning  revival  of  Into  the  Woods,  earning  her  first  Tony  Award  nomi¬ 
nation.  She  headlined  a  limited  special  engagement  of  Carmen  Jones  at  the  Kennedy  Center,  and 
starred  in  the  Encore!  Series  staged  concert  production  of  St.  Louis  Woman.  On  television,  Vanessa  has 
appeared  in  the  CBS  movie  Stompin'  at  the  Savoy;  The  Boy  Who  Loved  Christmas ;  the  ABC  mini-series 
The  Jacksons:  An  American  Dream,  which  won  her  an  NAACP  Image  Award;  ABC's  revival  of  Bye  Bye , 
Birdie ;  the  CBS  mini-series  Nothing  Lasts  Forever,  the  NBC  mini-series  The  Odyssey,  the  critically 
acclaimed  NBC  drama  series  Boomtowm,  CBS's  L.A.  Doctors ;  TNT's  Don  Quixote ;  VHI's  A  Diva's 
Christmas  Carol ;  Fox's  World  War  Ilf,  Showtime's  Keep  the  Faith ,  Baby,  inspired  by  the  life  of  Adam 
Clayton  Powell;  and  Fox's  Ally  McBeal.
